What is claimed is- 



1. System for generating and anolyin q global unique identification number as 
UfUVersal Identification number which i s issued only once to each and every 
human being tha^; 



a) is issued onh/ once to ev ery single person and forever uniquely 
Identifies each and every huma n being on the planet from birth to death 
and after: and 
bl is never rec ycled, and 

c) becomes a cross reference identifier for identity verification, issue and 
verification of all identificatio n documents, human and patient tracking, 
monitoring, medical record acc ess for diaannsis and treatm^p^ , ^nri 
human rescue, and 

c) becomes a cross referenc e identifier to collect, store, retrieve, parse 
process, oretiam, and presen t the biometrics data related to human eye 
iris pattern, deoyyribonucleic ad d sample, and human identifirjitinn 
database for nnigi iely identifying a human helng; and 

d) becomes an access kev in a data system accessed by authorized law 
enfonsement aqencjes provided wi th additional .security acce.«;.c^ rviri^ in 
obtain identi fication infnmiatinn , 

whereby only allowing authorized anness to data; and 
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e) becomes an access kev in a ri ata system accessed bv authori^Pff 
hospitats or medical agencies pro vided with additional securrh/ a^nfiss 
code to obtain medical records in a secured manner, 

whereby providing Immediate medical data tg authorized an ^nrJ^; anH 

f) becomes a verification identifier in dat a systems faf ^redlt. debit, and 
automated teller machine card tran saction vertflcatton bv matching 
additional access nnde known to t he holder of the said univenm| 
identification n umber received In an encrvpted manner , 

whereby providing the authenticated and s ecured credit debit, and automafpH 
teller machine card tran sactions, and alerting the carel issuer and law 
epforcement agencies after the ore-H etemiined number of attempts at input of 
correct authorization code fail, as aarRR d between the card holder and i^<4iiftr; 
and 

0) providing a monitoring syst em for the said universal identificatinn 
number data which will receive requests for providing information about 
the universal identification nu mber holder, and appropriately procesfijnq 
these reouests after duly authe nticating and validating the identity and 
authorization a^^ss of the inf nmriation seeker, providing oniv the need^ ^ 
infomiation as authorized bv law to the seeker, and looaino all r»nuest» 
and transaction s for the information retrieval

identification number as the unique human identifier is comprising the 
steps of:

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Identmcation number, and if the univers a l IdentificatiQn number issue date , 
name charac ters, an d the computer generated alphanumeric characters 
for the issue date ara not available, then the association date is picked
